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RESUMED ON 
THREE MORE MINES 


Shots Fired by Sentries and Arrests Made by 
fioops Caused Excitement but no Disorder 
of Serious Nature Developed.

Cripple Creek; Sept. 8.—Work was re­ 
sumed this 
morning on the 
Strong, 
Findley and C. iC. & N. properties, all 
with a fair sized force of men. The 
C. K. & N. properties started to pump 
water, which will'take them several 
days before mining operations can be 
resumed, but the other two mineà im­ 
mediately commenced 
to 
mine 
ore. 
Demonstrations took place on both the 
C. K. & N. and Findley mines. 


Today the following properties are 
at work in the camp: Ajax, Golden Cy­ 
cle, Strong, Portland, Woods properties, 
El Paso, C. K. & N., Findley and Old 
Gold. 
Those contemplating resuming 
in the near future are the Hull City 
Placer, tomorrow, 
and 
the Granite, 
Stratton’s Limited, Last Dollar, Elk- 
ton and Vindicator, in the course of a 
few days. With the latter resuming op­ 
erations, it means that nearly every 
iarge property in the district will be 
working and from recent developments 
it is evident that what men cannot be 
obtained In the district to work the 
mines, will be brought here from other 
mining camps. 


Kennison Passed the Lines. 


At the C. K. & .N. property, President 
C. G. Kennison of the local Miners un­ 
ion, managed to elude the sentries this 
morning, in an endeavor to address the 
men about to go to work at that mine. 


The soldier on duty, thinking Ken­ 
nison was one of , the new employes, 
passed him inside the lines, but Tom 
Brand of the civil pickets, stationed at 
fhe El Paso mine, adjoining the C. K. 
& N., recognizinng Kennison, hurried 
across and requested Major Arming- 
ton in Cdmmand of the soldiers in that 
section to escort the federation officer 
from the grounds. 


The latter, however, quickly spoke 
to the body of men and requested them 
not to go to work, saying that if ti?ey 
persisted in working, he would desig­ 
nate them as scabs, speaking officially 
for the Western Federation of Miners. | 
At tliir jun 'turi.'- Superintendent Tay­ 
lor of the C. K. & N. company appeared, 
and requested the invader to leave the 
property, reminding Kennison that he 
had once before Informed him that he 
must stay away from that mine, and 
two soldiers were ordered to escort Mr. 
Kennison outside of the guard lines. 


Kennison states that before he was 
compelled to leave, he had spoken to 
six or seven engineers and timbermen 
about their going to work and these, 
he says, immediately returned to their 
homes ip Cripple Creek. 
Hfc further 
stated tnât Be and Superintendent Tay- 
lnr had reache^ja satisfactory settlè- 
jnent several dn*e ago, about the re­ 
sumption .of woric'xon th e 'C. K. & N. 
and Olâ-^oldopsonwties. but when the 
settlement was Wade .knûwç^o,. thé 
president of the Ç. K. & N. cofnpany 
fit Denver, he did not approve of the 
settlement, but left the matter entire­ 
ly in the hands of the executive com- 
mittèe of the Mine Owners association, 
and they refused in turn to listen to 
any siich an agreement. When asked1

what this settlement was, Mr. Kenni­ 
son replied that the companies were to 
thoroughly unionize their properties and 
ship ail ore to the Dorcas mill at Flor­ 
ence. 


Arrests at Findley Mine. 


Shortly after 8 o’clock, when the Find­ 
ley mine opened, half a dozen men 
stood a short distance off and offered, 
insults to the soldiers and men’ going 
to work. General Chase, receiving this, 
information, immediately dispatched a 
squad of cavalry to the scene with in­ 
structions to capture the men and bring 
them to camp. The troopers soon re­ 
turned with a half dozen men who 
were escorted to General Chase’s tent. 
Their names were recorded by the gen­ 
eral and after warning them against 
any repetition of their offense; they- 
were released. 


Ill part. General Chase said to the of­ 
fenders*. “I want you gentlemen thor­ 
oughly to understand that we will not 
allow any, caterwauling or yelping at 
the troops or any remarks of a slurring 
character. 
The uniform worn by our 
soldiers is that of the state of Colorado 
and the United States and we will not 
allow it to be insulted by anyone.” 


At the Strong mine, which is located 
very close to Camp Peabody, no dem­ 
onstration was offered at all to the 30 
men who wentYo work this morning. 


The militia is tonight in complete 
possession of Bull Cliffs and the region 
of the troubles of 1894, being around 
Altman and Independence.

SUPREME COURT IS ASKED TO 
PASS ON MATTERS lu DIS­ 
PUTE WITH TELLER. 


Deadwood, S. D., Sept S.—The Amer­ 
ican Mining congress today began its 
sixth annual convention, interest cen­ 
tering in a talk by Secretary of the 
Treasury Shaw. 
"We make a mistake,” he said, ‘‘if 
we est-imate -the importance of our dif­ 
ferent industries according to their ap­ 
parent relative products." 
He referred t o ’the necessity of in­ 
creased markets for our products, say­ 
ing he would rather have the market 
of the United States than all the mar­ 
kets of the rest of the world, would 
rather have the productive capacity of 
the United States than the productive 
capacity of all the rest of the world. 
He said we have to get some markets 
for our products. 
As to how many 
more markets are to be created, he 
pointed to the countries lying to the 
south of the United States and said in 
his judgment th'e 
government 
could 
v ithout paternalism encourage installa­ 
tion of great steamship lines as it had, 
aidéd two great railroads to the Pacific 
coast and which would be a certain 
neasure for the increase of our mar­ 
kets. 
Alluding to that poftion of President 


Richards’ annual address in which he 
urged the creation of a department of 
mines and mining, Seoretary Shaw said 
he was heartily in favor of the govern 
ment doing everrthing it can, short of 
paternalism, in support of the mining 
Industry of the country. He would not 
have the gentlemen of this oongress go 
away with the idea that he advocated 
the formation of a special department 
for mining with representation in the 
cabinet, suggesting that its needs could 
fully and properly 
be 
attended 
to 
through a bureau which should form 
part of the department of' commerce 
and labor and pointing out how other 
important industries had been taken 
care of in the same manner. 


At the afteroon 
session 
President 
Richards in his annual address made 
a 
convincing argument 
asking that 
congress pass a law creating a depart­ 
ment of mines and mining with a cab­ 
inet representative. 
He recommended 
that action be taken by the mining con­ 
gress looking to' the establishment of a 
permanent home for the organization 
and a permanent working staff. 


Among other speakers at today's ses­ 
sion were Edward F. Browne and James 
W. Abbott of Denver.

Denver, Sept. 8.—In 
the 
supreme 
court today the constitutionality of the 
law passed providing for a partition of 
the funds of El Paso county when Tel­ 
ler county was created was attacked 
through the filing of an appeal from 
the Fourth judicial district. 
It 
is 
claimed that the act of March 23, 
189&, was unconstitutional because of 
the fact' that it provided for a division 
of all the funds of El Paso county 
with Teller county, the ’ latter being 
newly created out of the territory for­ 
merly composing El Paso county. The 
case was decided in the district court 
upon an agreed statement of facts in 
a friendly suit. 
t 


When Teller county was created, 
it was provided that the funds of El 
Paso were to be divided between the 
mother county and Teller in propor­ 
tion to the ratio of taxable property. 
At a meeting of the commissioners of 
the two counties it was decided to di­ 
vide the county funds, El Paso retain­ 
ing 72.25 per cent, and Teller receiv­ 
ing 27.75 per cent. The El Paso coun­ 
ty commissioners while dividing upon 
the agreed ratio practically all the 
funds of the county, reserved what 
was known as the court house and the 
poor house funds. 
The El Paso com­ 
missioners contended that these funds 
were raised and intended for the erec­ 
tion of public buildings in El Paso 
county and were not properly a part 
oi the money described in the law cre- 
at.tog Teller county. 


The friendly suit submitted to the 
court in,the Fourth district on a state­ 
ment of facts was decided in favor of 
Toller county and the county of El 
Paso waft directed to pay to its off­ 
spring the sum of $14,764.98. El Paso 
connty at once gave notice of appeal 
and the case was filed today to be 
taken up as soon as it can be reached 
upon the docket.

TO BRING SUIT 


AGAINST ROUSE 


STATE WILL SEEK TO RECOVER 
$33,000 FROM TREASURER OF 
FAIR BOARD.

Denver, Sept. 8.—Accord'ng to Assist 
ant Attorney-General Hersey, suit will 
be instituted against Van E. House, 
former treasurer of the World’s Fair 
board, for the sum of $33,000. 


This suit will be begun as soon as 
the necessary papers can be drawn by 
the attorney-general's office. 
Of this 
amount claimed by the state, $16,000 is 
alleged to have been illegally expended 
by Commissioner-in-Chief 
George W. 
Thatcher and illegally paid by Van E 
Rouse. 


The attorney-general's office declares 
that there is not a particle of doubt 
that Mr. Rouse can be held for this 
money. It is alleged that for thirteen 
months under the Orman administra­ 
tion no meetings of the World's Fair 
board were held.and that during that 
period vouohers for the expenses of the 
board were drawn by Captain Thatcher 
and were allowed and paid by Treas­ 
urer Rouse. 


Said Mr. Hersey today: 
"Numerous 
decisions of the Colorado supreme court 
on this point show that Mr. Rouse is 
liable for the money so expended, no 
matter if the $15.000 was used for ex­ 
penses of the board and was used for 
the purpose directed in the bill appro­ 
priating it. he is still liable for the 
amount.”

WEALTHY RESIDENT

with murderous intent. Mrs. Griffith is 
in a hospital suffering from the effects 
of a pistol shot wound in the head and 
a compound fracture of the shoulder 
blade. She was shot last Thursday ev­ 
ening in her room at a Santa Monica 
hotel where she, with her husband and 
a 15-year-old son had been spending 
the summer. 
In her statement to the 
district- attorney, Mrs. Oriffith said her 
husband shot her after forcing her to 
answer at the pistol point some irra­ 
tional questions as to her faithfulness 
and knowledge of

poison him. When he shot her she was 
on her knees. 
She jumped up and 
ran to a window, out of which she 
jumped, falling on a roof some 14 feet 
below, fracturing her snoulder blade. 
Mrs, Griffith wanted a charge of in­ 
sanity preferred against her husband. 


Colonel Griffith insists that his wife 
was wounded accidentally. He 
was 
bending over a trunk, according to his 
story, when he heard the report of the 
revolver and turned to see Mrs. Grif­ 
fith fall to the floor. The weappn, he 
says, was one of his awn, which Mrs. 
Griffith came across in gathering to­ 
gether their effects for packing. 
How 
it was discharged. Colonel Griffith says 
he does not know, as he asserted that 
his back was turned. 
He denied that

SURVIVORS OF THE 


STEAMER VASKAPU. 


^Constantinople, Sept. 6.—The surviv­ 
ors of the Bylg^rian steam er Vaskapu, 
which was destroyed in the Black sea 
September 1 
by explosions atttrlb- 
uted to the Bulgarian revolutionists 
while on her way from Varna, Bul­ 
garia to Constantinople, state that two 
explosions occurred on board the steam ­ 
er at 4 o’clock last Tuesday morning. 
Two dynamite bombs were thrown by 
men supposed to have embarked at 
Varna, one in the stokehold and the 
other under 
the bridge. 
The 
whole 
bridge, with the captain and two mates, 
was blown off, while the stokehole was 
wrecked and an apprentice killed. 


The explosions were followed by an 
outbreak of fire in the forehold. Alto­ 
gether 15 persons lost their lives but 
all the engineers and most of the pas­ 
sengers were saved. The crew behaved 
with great gallantry. 


Private advices from 'Adrianople re­ 
port that the troops in the Kii*k Killishe 
district are treating 
the 
inhabitants 
with great rigor. Every Bulgarian vil­ 
lage furnishing recruits to the insur­ 
gents, has been 
bpmbarded 
and de­ 
stroyed, the inhabitants being given 
barely time to escape. 
In the vilayet 
of Monastir equal severity is shown. 
One pasha told his troops that the 
booty belonged to them and the honor 
to him. As a result the troops are pil­ 
laging even the villages which remain 
neutral. 


There has been a heavy fall in Turk­ 
ish securities during the past two days 
on the unfounded rutnor that the Turk­ 
ish troops had crossed the Bulgarian 
frontier.

water was cqining out and 
everyone 
was happy; all understood w hat a great 
benefit it will be. - - 
Many people were present from Colo­ 
rado Springs as well as representative 
people of the great gold camp, and there 
was general rejoicing. The faster the' 
water came the better everyone felt. 
Hours after people from all parts of the 
district came to the portal to watch it 
and to congratulate themselves and the 
mine owners on the successful comple­ 
tion of the greatest work that was ever 
undertaken in the district and which 
means so much for . the future of the 
greatest gold camp on .earth and to the 
state at large. 
. 


Values Were-Opened. 
' 


It was late this morning .when the last 
of the rails and 
debris were cleared 
out and everything w as in readiness. 
The bulkheads were not blown as every­ 
one thought they would'-be. 
In the 
bulkheads 
were two large pipes, one 
having a diameter of. 10 Inches and the 
other 12 inches. W hen-the time came 
the valves in these were opened and by 
»this means the 
accumulated 
waters 
backed up in the workings of the El 
Paso mine were drawn out slowly and 
without causing any particularly great 
rush of water. 


The first ’ flow after the debris had 
been cleared away amounted to about 
5,000 gallons. This was the amount the 
w ater meter registered when it was 
dropped into the trough by A. O. Ja- 
qulth, the engineer in charge of the 
tunnel. 


The water flows from 
the 
tunnel 
through a flume four and one-half feet 
wide and when the meter was dropped 
into place, the water was going out 10 
inches deep. 


W ater in Mines Lowered. 


After flowing for a number of hours 
the water commenced to show a slight 
diminishing and this will continue as 
the water decreases in volume until the 
accumulated water is entirely drained 
out. 
It is being lowered naturally in 
the C. K. & N. mine, adjoining the El 
Paso, and the water there will be out 
very shortly and permit 
of 
sinking 
operations on that property very soon. 


It is expected today th at the flow 
from the tunnel will 
not am ount to 
much over 2,500 gallons per 
minute, 
which is about the natural flow that 
would be pumped by the El Paso com­ 
pany were their pumps in operation to 
handle the water. 


After a slight delay the connection 
between the drainage tunnel and the 
El Paso mine has been made and the 
water is now rushing through it, slowly 
draining the great mines of the district 
which means future prosperity to the 
camp.

H e then w ent 
to th e s ta te fa ir grounds, w here he de­ 
liv ered before 50,000 persons an address 
on good citizenship and the relations 
of la b o r an d c a p ita l to th e state. 


T h e P r e s id e n t’s Speech. 


T h e p resid e n t spoke in p a rt as fol­ 
low s: 


‘‘In speaking on Labor day at the an­ 
nual fa ir of the New York State Agricul­ 
tu ral association, it is natural to keep 
especially in mind tho two bodies who 
com pose the m ajority of our people and 
upon w hose w elfare depends the welfare 
of the entire state. 
If circum stances aVe 
such th a t th rift, energy, 
industry 
and 
forethought enable the farm er, the tiller 
o f, th e soil, on the one hand, and the 
w age-w orker, on the other, to keep them ­ 
selves, their wives and their children in 
reasonable com frot, then the state is well 
off, and we can be a s s u re d that the other 
classes in the 
com munity will 
likewise 
prosper. 


It- ca n n o t be too often repeated th a t 
In th is co u n try , in th e long run, we 
all o f u s te n d to go up or go dow n 
to g e th e r. 
I f th e av e ra g e of w ell-being 
is 
h ig h , it m eans 
th a t the average 
w ag e-w o rk er, th e average farm er, and 
th e a v e ra g e business m an are all alike 
w ell off. If th e av erag e sh rinks, there 
Is n o t one o f these classes w hich will 
n o t fe e l th e sh rin k ag e. 
, ^ 


"Speaking broadly, it Is true th at if 
prosperity com es all of us tend to share 
m ore o r less therein, and th a t if adversity 
comes, each of us, to a greater or less ex­ 
tent, feels the tension. 


C o m m u n ity of In te re s t. 


" It is âll’-essential to the continuance of 
our liealthy national life th a t we should 
recognize 
this 
com munity 
of 
Interest 
am ong our people. 
The w elfare of each 
of us is dependent fundam entally upon the 
w elfare of all of us, and therefore in pub­ 
lic life th a t m an is the best representative 
of each of us who seeks to do good to 
each b y doing good to all; In other words, 
w hose-endeavor it is, .not to represent a*iy 
special class and promote, m erely that 
class's «elfish interests, but to represent 
all tru e and honest men of all sections 
and all classes and to work for their in­ 
te rests by w orking for our common coun­ 
try. 


“W e can keep our governm ent on a sane 
and healthy basis, we can m ake and keep 
our social system w hat it should be, only 
on condition of judging each man, not as 
a m em ber of a class, but on his w orth as 
a m an. 


I t is,’ of course, the m erest truism to 
sajü th a t free institutions are of avail only 
to people who possess the high and pe- 
culiar ..characteristics needed to take ad­ 
v an tag e of such institutions. 


D e s p o tis m a n d A n a rc h y . 


“ S e e m in g lib e r ty m a y b e s u p p la n t­ 
ed* b y ty r a n n y o r d e sp o tism in th e

to the rights of others. 
Lack of strength 
and lack of co-,¡rage unfit men for self- 
governm ent on the one hand; and on the 
other, brutal arrogance, ¿nvy, in short,any 
m anifestation of the spirit of selfish dis­ 
regard, w hether of one's own duties or of 
the rights of others, are equally fatal. 


Dangers of Class Government. 


"In the history of m ankind m any re­ 
publics have risen, have flourished for a 
less or greater time, and then have fallen 
because their citizens lost the power of 
governing themselves 
and 
thereby 
of 
governing their state; and In no way has 
this loss of power been so often and so 
clearly shown as in the tendency to turn 
the governm ent into a governm ent pri­ 
m arily for the benefit of one class instead 
of a governm ent for the benefit of the 
people as a whole. 


"Again and again in the republics of 
ancient Greece, in those of m ediaeval Italy 
and mediaeval F landers, this tendency 
was shown, and w herever the tendency 
became a habit it invariably nd inevitably 
proved fatal to the state. 
In the final re­ 
sult it m attered not one w hit w hether the 
movement w as in favor of one class or of 
another. 
The outcome w as equally fatal, 
w hether the country fell into the hands of 
a w ealthy oligarchy which exploited the 
poor or w hether it fell under the dom ina­ 
tion of a turbulent mob which plundered 
the rich. 


"The reason why our future is assured 
lies in the fact that our people are gen­ 
uinely skilled in and fitted for self-govern­ 
m ent and therefore will spurn the leader­ 
ship of those who seek to excite this fe­ 
rocious and foolish cjass antagonism . 


Arrogance and Envy. 


“Our average fellow-cltizen is a sane 
and healthy man, who believes in decency 
and has a wholesome mind. He therefore 
feels an equal scorn alike for the man of 
w ealth guilty of the mean and base spirit 
of arrogance tow ard those who are less 
well off, and for the man of small means 
who in his turn either feels, or seeks to 
excite in others the feeling of mean and 
base envy for those who are better off. 


“The line of cleavage between good and 
bad citizenship lies, not between the man 
of w ealth who acts squarely by his fellows 
and the man who seeks each day’s wage 
by th at day's work, w ronging no one and 
doing his duty by his neighbor; nor yet 
does this line of cleavage divide the un­ 
scrupulous w ealthy man who exploits oth­ 
ers in his own interest, from the dem a­ 
gogue, or from the sullen and envious be­ 
ing who wishes to attack all men of 
property, w hether they do well ór ill. On 
the contrary, the line of cleavage between 
good citizenship and bad citizenship sep­ 
arates the rich man who does well from 
the rich man who does ill, the poor man 
of good conduct from tne poor m an of 
bad conduct. 
, 


“Ours is a governm ent of liberty, by, 
through, and under the law. 


“lawlessness and connivance at 
law-breaking — whether 
the 
law- 
breaking take the form of a crime of 
greedi and cunning or of a crime of 
violence—are destructive not only of 
order, but of the true liberties which 
can only come through order. 


“if alive to their true interests rich and 
poor alike will set their faces like flint 
against the spirit which seeks personal 
advantage by overriding the laws, w ith­ 
out regard to w hether this spirit shows 
itself in the form of bodily violence by 
one set of men or in the form of vulpine 
cunning by another set of n en . 


“ We ask no m an's permission when we 
require him to obey t/ie la w ; neither the 
perm ission of the poor mitn nor yet of the 
rich man. 
Least of, all can the man of 
great w ealth afford to break tlje law, even 
for his own financial advantage; for the 
law is his prop and support, aw 1 ft is 
both fooljsh and profoundly unpatriotic 
for him to fail in giving hearty support to 
those who show that there is in very fact 
one law, and one law only, altko for the 
rich and the poor, for the great and the 
sm all. . 
, 
. 
“M en sincerely interested in the due pro­ 
tection of property, an(J men sincerely in­ 
terested in seeing th a t the ju st rights ,of. 
labor are guaranteed, should 
alike .ya- 
m em ber not only th a t In the Jong run 
neither ' the 
capitalist 
nor the 
wage-, 
w orker can be helped in healthy fashion 
s a v e Jjy helping t^ s -other; b u t also 'th a t; 


do its. full duty toward the community 
em phatically to that-side's real interest. 
' 
“There ia no -worse enemy of. the 
wage-worker than the man -who 
condones mob violence in any shape 
or 
who 
preaches 
class 
hatred;' 
and surely the slightest acquaintance w ith' 
our industrial history should teach even 
the m ost short-sighted that the tim es of 
most suffering for our people as a whole, 
the tim es when business is stagnant, Rn<l 
capital suffers from shrinkage and gets 
no retu rn from Its investm ents, are ex­ 
actly the times of hardship, and w ant, and 
grim disaster am ong the poor. 
If all the 
existing instrum entalities of w ealth could 
be abolished, the first and severest suffer­ 
ing would come am ong those of us who 
are least well off at p resen t The w age­ 
w orker Is well off only when the rest of 
the country Is well off; ana he can best 
contribute to this general w eil-being by 
showing sanity and a firm purpose to do 
justice to others. 


“ In his turn the capitalist' who is. really 
a conseravative, the m an who has fore* 
thought as well as 
patriotism , 
shoulcj 
heartily welcome every effort, legislative 
or otherwise, which has for its object to 
secure fair dealing by capital, corporate 
or Individual, tow ard the public and to­ 
w ard the employe. 


The Best Prize Life Offers. 


“Among ourselves we differ In m any 
qualities, of body, head and heart; we are 
unequally developed, m entally as well as 
physically. 
But each of us has the right 
to -a sk that he shall be projected from 
w rongdoing as 
he 
does his work 
and 
carries his burden through life. 
No man 
needs sym pathy because he has to work, 
because he has a burden to carry. 
F ar 
and aw ay the best prize that life offers is 
the chance to work hard at worl^ w orth 
doing: and this is a prize open to every 
man, for there can be no work better w orth 
doing than th a t done to keep in health 
and 
com fort 
and w ith 
reasonable ad ­ 
vantages 
those 
Imm ediately 
dependent 
upon the husband, the father, or the son. 


"There Is no room in our healthy Amer. 
ican life for the m ere idler, for the man 
or the woman whose object it is through­ 
out life to shirk, th e duties - which- life 
ought to bring. 
Life can m ean nothing 
w orth meaning unless its prim e aim is 
the doing of duty, the achievem ent of re­ 
sults w orth achieving. 


“To win success in the business world, 
to become a first-class mechanic, a suc­ 
cessful farm er, an able law yer or doctor, 
m eans th a t the man has devoted his best 
energy and power through long years to 
the achievem ent of his ends. 
So it is In 
the life of the fam ily, upon which in the 
last analysis the whole w elfare of the 
nation rests. 


Those Worthy of Honor. 


The man or woman who as bread-w in­ 
ner and hom e-m aker, or 
as 
wife 
and 
m other, has done all th a t he or she can 
do, patiently and uncom plainingly, is to 
be honored: and is to be envied by all 
those who have never had the good for­ 
tune to feel the need and duty of doing 
uch work. 
The woman who has borne 
and who has reared as they should be 
reared, a fam ily of children, has in the 
most em phatic m anner deserved well of 
the republic. H er burden has been heavy, 
and she has been able to bear it worthily 
ffnTv by the possession of resolution, of 
good sense, of conscience, and of un­ 
selfishness. 
But if she has borne it well, 
then to her shall 
come 
the suprem e 
blessing, for in the words of the oldest 
and greatest of books, “ H er children shall 
rise up and call her blessed;” and am ong 
the benefactors of the land her place m ust 
be w ith those who have done the best and 
the hardest work, -njhether as law-givers 
or as soldiers, w hether in public or in pri­ 
vate life.

above it and no man below it.”

D enver, S ept. 7.—T he follow ing reso ­ 
lu tio n s su b m itted to th e D em ocratic ju ­ 
dicial convention to d a y w ere adopted 
w ith o u t discussion: 


“T he D em ocracy of C olorado in co n ­ 
vention assem bled reaffirm s its . alle­ 
giance to th e p rinciples en u n ciated by 
the la st n atio n al D em ocratic convention 
held in K an sas C ity. 


“The D em ocratic p arty is a p a rty of 
law and order. 
I t believes in the s u ­ 
prem acy of th e law , a n d in its stric t an d 
im p artial en fo rcem en t, th a t th e rig h ts 
of all be eq u ally respected' an d th a t ju s ­ 
tice be m eted o u t alik e to all offenders 
w h eth er th ey be Indiv id u als or co rp o r­ 
ations, th e frien d less poor m an o r the 
financial m a g n ate. 
T h ere should be no 
com prom ise 
w ith 
law lessness, 
co'me 
from w h a t so u rce it m ay. 
Upon th is 
depends the good o rd er an d w'ell being 
of society, th e s a fe ty of our hom es, the 
secu rity of person an d p roperty, b u si­ 
ness p ro sp erity an d th e full en jo y m en t 
hy th e people of th e privileges g u a ra n ­ 
teed by fed era l an d s ta te co n stitu tio n s. 


“E e n te rta in in g these view s, we hold 
th a t th e ju d icia ry is the m ost im p o r­ 
ta n t of all d e p a rtm e n ts of th e g o v ern ­ 
m en t an d th a t the office o f suprem e 
ju d g e is th e hig h est w ithin the g ift of 
th e people of the state. 
T he m an to 
successfully fill th a t position should not 
only be one possessed of g re a t legal 
learning, of know n in teg rity w hich c a n ­ 
n o t be questioned, of high character, 
w hich will com m and th e resp ect an d 
confidence of th e people, b u t also of a 
h igh m oral co u rag e w hich will en ab le 
him to d isch arg e th e responsible d u ties 
of his office im p artially —eq u ally u n in ­ 
fluenced by th e th re a ts of enem ies an d 
by the im p o rtu n ities of frien d s, p erso n ­ 
al or political. 
F o r the fu lfillm en t of 
such req u irem en ts w e pledge tl)e no m i­ 
nee of th is convention. 


“W e deplore the ex isten ce in sev eral 
of th e cou n ties of th e sta te , of differ­ 
ences betw een em ployes an d em ployers

im p artial ju d g m e n t an d actio n of the 
m asses of law -ab id in g , p atrio tic c iti­ 
zens.

WHAT A PUBLISHER DOES 


W ITH A MANUSCRIPT. 


Seven Out of Ten Are Not Available 
on Sight—Passing on the Others 
Good Ideas Saved. 


It is interesting to know what stages 
the magazine article goes through be­ 
fore the author receives a check or a 
npatly printed notice, 
which reads: 
“Your m anuscript is returned with 
thanks. We regret- to say that it is not 
available at present. The fact that a 
manuscript is declined does not mean 
that it has not merit.” 


In 
first place, allowing that a 
publisher receives an average of 
10 
manuscripts, a day, seven of that num­ 
ber will In'all probability be rejected at 
sight. The publisher knows from long 
experience that he is safe in 99 cases 
out of a hundred in disposing summar­ 
ily of m anuscripts whose writers cannot 
spell an4 who have not even a bowing, 
acquaintance with Bindley Murray. A 
rapid g|ance. throught the first-pages-of 
• 
' 
• 


a manuscript- gives a fair idea of the 
literary ability of the author—that is in 
general terms. The commpn complaint 
that publishers are not conscientious in 
the examination of manuscripts is un­ 
founded. They are conscientious—it is 
to their interest to be so. They are just 
as desirous of discovering' the talented 
young writer as he is to be discovered. 
But it is not necessary, to eat the whole 
cheese in order to determine its quality. 


The three manuscripts that remain 
after the first sifting are sent to cer­ 
tain persons in whpse judgm ent the 
publisher has confidences, They read 
them through once, and if they appear 
to have merit they a re se p t on to other 
readers. 
Every manuscript that has 
possibilities passes through the hands 
of four or five readers. Jpach of these 
makes out a detailed report of it, set­ 
ting forth its excellence a^nd defects in 
the eyes of that particular reader. When 
the reports on a certain MS. are all In 
the publisher reads them and makes up 
his mind as to whether it will be advis­ 
able for him to publish it. If Ije is not 
satisfied with the reports already re­ 
ceived on it he may send it out to other 
readers and defer his decision until he 
hears from them. 


There are many elements ■ th at influ­ 
ence publication. A MS. jnay be good 
in itself, but it may not be w hat th$ 
particular publisher has a m arket for. 
Or it may belong to a certain class with 
which he is already fully stocked. Manu­ 
scripts rejected by one firm are fre­ 
quently accepted by another. It ip said 
that "David Harum ” was rejected by 
nine publishing housess 
' ' 


Readers are human, * and, 
therefore 
liable to err. Temperament, plays, nec­ 
essarily, a considerable part- in their 
decisions, but they are- selected ..by the 
firms that engaged thern Xotitiiei*' crit­ 
ical judgment, their knowledge-.of good 
English, their acquainfcance.Tvith ljpth 
standard and contem poraryliterature; 
and for their skill in deterrjiinlngr the 
selling qualities of a b o o k i,^ ’

Feiw persons beginning to write are 
aware, probably, of the amount of edit­ 
ing which their work requires before It 
is in condition to appear in print. There 
are "solitary footmen approaching on 
horseback” in m anuscripts that have 
been read and reread by the author a 
dozen times. It takes another eye than 
the writer’s to detect-these inconsisten­ 
cies and blunders. 


If the manuscript deals with an his­ 
toric period it is sure to be sent to the 
reader who Is competent to give absol­ 
ute judgment on the accuracy of its 
statements. Any scientific work will 
be submitted to an expert in the partic­ 
ular branch with which, it deals. Pub­ 
lishers wish to bring out 
only such 
books as will bring them financial re­ 
turn 
and 
reputation.—(Washington

THE DOCTOR’S W ISE. 


A recent book ip entitled “The Woman 
Who Toils.” 1 It is the story of two 
women who, in order to investigate the 
condition of wage-earners, worked for 
months in factories and shops, shared 
in every respect the life of the working 
woman, and made careful 
records of 
their experiences. It is a painful nar­ 
rative, and even allowing for some ex­ 
aggeration of the miseries of the life, 
one m ust read it with keen sympathy 
for the factory-worker and the shop­ 
girl. 


It is not, however, quite fair to Imply 
by the title of thp book that the wage- 
earners are the only women who toil, 
and who toil severely. It is doubtful 
if the worker in factory or shop ever 
endures the .continuous strain of body, 
mind and 'spirit whie?i comes to the wife 
of the farmer, of the artisan thrown out 
of work, or of the .country physician.

So, very slowly, off they drove, feasting their eyes upon 
the pretty succession of both large and small plots of per­ 
fectly, kept ground; remarking how each place vied one 
with the other in the unique and original methods of deal­ 
ing with the question of scenic beauty, of the tasteful 
combination of flowering shrubs and plants with a view 
to accentuating the gorgeous coloring on the one hand,

and toning down, where called for, on the other. 


Incidentally, a point that distinguishes the yards of

tion from every point, indeed, that an unusually large 
number are quite as attractive in the back as in the front. 


There’s no doubt that the “spick and sifan” appearance 
of many a person’s backyard is due to the handy ash­ 
pit; the “private crematory” of which a “tenderfoot” wrote 
to his gullible friends in the east, as being located “in 
almost everybody’s backyard, out here.” 
Certain it is 
that much finds its way within and mysteriously disap­ 
pears. 


Meantime, the exterior of the pit is concealed by running 
vines or tall flowers. To rid one’s house of the non-combus­ 
tible tin cans, bottles, etc., pending the visit of the junk man, 
other boxes are provided. 
These, also, are treated in the 
same manner as the ash pits, with vines and flowers, a 
much happier method than would be the possession of a 
household pet in the shape of an omnivorous goat such as 
grace the historic confines of Harlem. 


The treatm ent of backyards in this city is an interest- 
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ing study. Go where one will, signs of an emulative spirit 
pervade a whole neighborhood. 
A gentleman much taken 
with the idea of having every portion of the city immacu­ 
late says ho often drives through the alleys just to get a 
rear view of people’s premises; that each year increasing 
attention is paid to tue matter.

C H A R M IN G EFFECTS. 


Those mentioned are only a beginning, for so many are 
equally perfect and worthy of extended praise, in the attain­ 
ing of both practical and artistic effects the standard vines 
such as woodbine, clematis. Japanese hop. canary bird vine, 
etc., arc- used. 
In flowers, the sweet pea. hollyhock, golden 
glow, dahlia, phlox, sunflower and other sturdy varieties 
are in favor, especially for backyard culture. 
As the riot 
of color bursts upon the vision at every turn one in­ 
voluntarily exclaims: “This is, indeed, the City of Sun­ 
shine; a haven of rest and contentment; even the flowers 
tell us so.” 


“Flowers,” says Ruskin, “seem intended for the solace 
of ordinary humanity. Children love them; quiet, tender, 
contented, ordinary people love them as they grow; they are 
the cottager's treasure; and in the crowded town, mark, 
as with a little broken fragment of rainbow, the windows 
of the workers in whose heart rests the covenant of peace.” 
The children of this city are in no small way contribut­ 
ing toward “the city beautiful” by their industrious efforts. 
The flowers springing up so joyously in many a well kept 
backyard are as the “apple of the eye” to the children 
of that household. 
The children’s display at the show 
was really remarkable. 
Both boys and girls competed, 
and while a little girl won a prize on cucumbers this 
year it is safe to say that some boy is already making 
calculations to have the prize come his way next. 


OUT-DOOR D IN IN G ROOM. 


In alluding to the backyards of this city mention may 
be made of the fashion of having one’s back porch entirely 
shut in with screening wire and converted into an out of 
door dining room. More than a score of families doubtless 
have no need to cut the flowers for there they are, only 
a few feet away, nodding a cheery “Good day” upon their 
native soil and in much prettier array. 
The rustic sum­ 
mer houses, too, are used and it is true that more peopla 
in this city live in their backyards among their flowers than 
in any other in the United States.

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Carnegie Library Will Have Attractive Setting 


■ OW that instructions have been 
given to {he architects, it only 
remains f tr them ¿0 submit their 
flans and th e^ifblic library board to 
nake its selection, before work will 
Je started on the new $60,000 Carnegie 
library building. 


At a recent meeting of the board it 
vas decided to make the architectural 
jvork competitive, and plans are now 
being drawn or will soon be drawn for 
the building by many of the leading 
Architects of the country. 


The board is of the opinion that a 
better class of work can be secured in 
Ite end by leaving the drawing of plans 
bpen to all than by selecting one archi- 
[eet and drawing plans. 


To guard against a lack of suitable 
blans being submitted, however, the 
board ordered five architects of this 
pity. Chicago and Omaha to draw plans, 
Agreeing to pay them $100 each for 
I’reir trouble should their plans not be 
Accepted; but it seems there was no 
heed to provide for such a contingency, 
lor architects all over the country have 
signified their intention of securing if 
possible the honor of having Colorado 
springs’ new library built from their 
blans. 
These architects are from this 
pity, 
Boston, 
New 
York, Chicago, 
Denver and Philadelphia, and the list 
Includes some of the best known in the 
1’nited States. 


Practical Utility.

I to the building,” as a member of the 
board expresses it. 


The new building, to look right, must 
have, by reason of its location, prac- 
tiially three fronts. 
While the, en­ 
trance will be on Kiowa street just a 
little west oj Qascade avenue, the west 
and south sides must not be neglected. 
On the west is the Park range of the 
Rocky mouiifeins,'and standing upon 
a bluff, as it^ioes. the library building 
can be easily" seen from the west side 
of the city. Its g^oglmity to the Denver 
& Rio Grande depot will cause it to be 
the cynosur^jqf the eyes of the travel­ 
ing public, and in drawing the plans the 
architects must .-provide for a pleasing 
appearance on the west. On the south 
is the Antlers hotel, and this side of 
the building must also be in keeping 
with the general structure. 
It will be 
seen by this that the building will have 
pt actically no backyard to detract from 
its appearance. 


The matter of materials, size, style 
of architecture and shape of the build­ 
ing have been left to the architects, the 
members of the board believing that by 
so doing the> will have the benefit of 
the opinions of many different experts 
and better results will be secured than 
by making the suggestions themselves. 
The instructions to architects, there­ 
fore, which were sent out together with 
maps and photos of the site and gen­ 
eral surroundings, for the benefit of 
those drawing plans, have contained 
only facts in regard to the cost of the 
building, its purposes, and the general 
objects to be considered in the erection, 
ti:e details of the construction being 
l?ft to the individual architects them­ 
selves. 


Fireproof Construction. 


While the members of the board are 
unable to give any complete description 
of the building as it will appear when 
finished, owing to the freedom that

has been given the architects in its 
design, it can be stated that it will be 
either fireproof or slow-burning in its 
construction and will be one story in 
height with a basement. 
Owing to 
the funds at 
the 
command of the 
board, the buildipg can be no larger 


than this at first, although it is to be 
so constructed that another story may 
be added later if necessary. 
The site 
offered by General Palmer is 100x150 
feet, but the size of the building and its 
position on the lot have not been de­ 
termined. 
* 


The working portion of the library 
will all be on the first floor. 
This ar­ 
rangement is made to save the patrons 
of the library unnecessary climbing of 
stairs. 
The firBt floor will be reached 
from Kiowa street by a flight of stone 
steps. 


All essential apartments are to be 
located on the main floor, and so ar­ 
ranged that complete supervision of 
each apartment, exoept the librarian’s 
r.ioms and cataloguing rooms can be 
had from the delivery counter. 
These 
apartm ents will consist of the follow­ 
ing: reading room, with, not less than 
1,200 square feet of floor space; refer­ 
ence room, with not less than 1,000 
square feet of floor space; children's 
room, with not less than 600 square 
feet of floor space; stack room, with 
capacity for 50,000 standard volumes; 
librarian’s ofHce with about 200 square 
feet of floor space; cataloguing room, 
with about the same floor space; and 
delivery room, which will be so ar­ 
ranged as to communicate directly and 
without passages or corridors with all 
other apartm ents on the floor except 
the librarian’s and cataloguing rooms. 


Conveniences. 


A drinking fountain, clothes closets 
for the employes, and lavatories will 
also be on this floor. In regard to the 
capacity of the library, it must be 
stated that all of the books will not 
be contained in the stacks mentioned 
above. 
Around the walls in the main 
room and the children’s room will be 
placed shelves that will hold from 20,- 
000 to 25,000 volumes. The stacks that 
are to be first installed will only be 
one story in height. 


Later as the library grows they will 
be completed to their full size with 
the iron steps to the second story, the 
volumes that are more generally used 
being placed 
below. 
The board of 
directors will have only about 10,000 
volumes at its command when the li­ 
brary is 
completed 
but by the sys­ 
tematic purchase of books the board 
hopes before many years to bring the 
number up to 50,000 or 75,000 volumes. 


The “open 
shelf” system 
will be 
adopted by th« board. This system will 


ei.able them to economize greatly in 
the working force of the library, vary 
few assistants being needed for the 
librarian. The “open efcelf” system al­ 
lows patrons to go d'irpctly to the 
«halves or stacks to select their own 
books and then notifying the librarian 
if they desire to take the book, instead 
of having the librarian get the book. 


A F ull Basement. 


The entire basement of the building 
is to be excavated although it may not 
all be finished at first. 
The following 
apartments will be located in the base­ 
ment when completed: unpacking, stor­ 
age, and work rooms, connected with 
the cataloguing room by a book lift, 
toilet rooms, binding rooms, and the 
heating plant. 
The building will be 
heated by steam. 
It will be lighted 
by electricity, and a complete system 
of speaking tubes will be installed. 
Gas will also be piped into the build- 
ing for use in the bindery. 


Especial attention is to be given to 
the natural lighting of the building. 
In order that there may be nothing to 
obstruct the light, it is doubtful if 
there will be any porches of any kind 
about the structure. 


The length of time that will be re­ 
quired after the plans are submitted 
before the building is completed can­ 
not be estimated. 
The board will en­ 
deavor to select plans as soon as pos­ 
sible and have work started immedi­ 
ately but a number of weaks or months 
may be required in 
deciding 
upon 
plans owing to the fact that many 
changes may have to be made in the 
plans to make them cover the condi­ 
tions required. 
It is certain, however, 
when the building is once completed, 
it will be a credit to Colorado Springs. 


The Hamburg-American

Four insurance policies against the 
risk of twins have been issued, three 
by the Lloyds and one by an American 
house. One of these policies, an Eng­ 
lish one, has been collected. It was for 
51,200. 
The American policy against 
twins was issued in 1898. to a New York 
man a tea merchant. He called at the 
office of a New York house that emu­ 
lates the Lloyds in enterprise and dar­ 
ing. and he said: 
“I was married six months ago, and 
I have a horror of twins. A friend of 
mine an Englishman, told me last year 
in London that the Lloyds has insured 
him against twins. 
Will you issue a 
policy like that to me?” 


“How large a policy do you want?’ 
the agent asked. 
“Well,” 
said the 
tea merchant, 
I 
reckon that *3,000 would about pay the 
extra expense of a twin. 
I d like to 


have a 13,000 policy.” 
. 


“Did your mother, 
said the agent, 
“ever have twins.” 
“No." replied the merchant. 
“Did your grandmother on either siae 
of the house?” 


“Did your wife’s mother or grand­ 
mothers?” 


“How about the great-grandmotb- 


er,3*Well, rm ' not sure^about them. I ll 
have to loolc thein up. 


“T wish you would,’* said the agenL 
The merchant looked up his own and 
his wife’s great-grandmothers records, 
and was able to report that there had

never been any hint of twins In their 
histories. 


“Then,” said the agent, "we will issue 
the policy that you desire. 
The rate 
will be five per cent. That is to say,- 
In case you should ever become the> 
father of twins we will pay to you, if 
the policy Is then in effect, $3,000; and 
you to keep the policy in effect, will 
pay to us $150 yearly. 


The tea merchant took out his twin 
Insurance upon these terms, and main­ 
tained it for five years. 
During the 
five years three children were born in 
his family, two girls and a boy, but 
these children came singly. The mer­ 
chant. assured that his fear of twins 
had been a groundless one, allowed his 
policy to lapse last January. It is said 
that there are today no twin policies 
In existence in the United States, 
though several are still in force in Eng­ 
land. 
There Is a company In Pennsylvania 
that issues upon animals life Insurances 
that are similar |n every way to v the; 
life Insurances 
which men take:.oat.' 
This company's inspectors and examine 
ers ¿o Xrom «lace to place, Btudying the 


hors.es, the cows and the dogs that are 
to be insured. The men ?iso make pho­ 
tographs of the subjects. 'These photo­ 
graphs prevent fraud; they make a dead 
animal’s Identification perfect; 
they 
make it impossible for any dishonest 
person, foisting a worthless carcass on 
the company, to collect the insurance 
upon some valuable animal that is still 
alive. 


An animal insurance agent said the 
other day: “I have issued policies on 
horses, dogs, cattle,* chickens, sheep, 
elephants, Hons, bears, eagles, giraffes, 
alligators, anakes, parrots and a hun­ 
dred other creatures. I have two ways 
of issuing a policy. 


“Suppose, for instance, th at Alfred 
Gwynne Vanderbilt is going to Bend a 
team of coaohing horses abroad. 
His 
agent comes to me and says he wishes 
to Insure the horues during their pas­ 
sage over. 
I ask him what sum he 
wants the policy made out. for, and*I 
set.jhlm a rate based upon the'character 
o f . ttie boat on which the horses will; 
sail.: The rat« varies from .two up.to 
five-per cent., accosding to the boat’s 
qpsecC recwrd and safety. I£;my> terms 


suit the agent, Mr. Vanderbilt’s policy 
is made out. No exhaustive examina­ 
tions are gone through, and no precau­ 
tions against fraud are taken. 
In a 
policy <$Z this kind I work on what is 
termed a "moral risk." Knowing my 
patron, I know it is unnecessary to 
guard against fraud, for the reason that 
fraud would be beneath my patron. 
Practically all animals of value that 
cross the oeean are insured. 


“In the other kind of policy, the pol­ 
icy Issued to unknown men, I take 
every precaution. 
I make a thorough 
examination of the animal that is to be 
insured; I test its lungs; I take Its age; 
I note down all its peculiarities of color 
—a star here, a patch of brown there, 
a white stocking on the right foreleg— 
and, finally, I make its photograph. 
TSien I issue my policy, never for more 
than two-thirds of the animal’s full 
value, and a t a rate of from fivo per 
cent.'up. 


“The rates in animal insurance are 
a t present high,. This is because one 
of the-blggest ■live-stock insurance com­ 
panies }n America failed a few years 
ago. Thi&, ciom^any, was a m utual con­ 


cern, and Its offices were in Philadel­ 
phia. I believe that nearly every live­ 
stock owner in Pennsylvania had his 
animals Insured In It. 
Its rates were 
disproportionately low. 
The reaction 
from that fatal error in rates is now 
evident, and to take out a life Insurance 
on an animal today is an esfcensive 
thing. 


“Valuable race horses as they travel 
through the country fer the various 
race meetings, carry Insurance. Their 
policies, though, are not for life, but for 
six months or a year. 
The rate they 
pay is, on the average 
10 per cent. 
Thus a $5,000 policy on a horse costs 
$50 a year. The rate, you see is high. 
The policy, though, is a good one, It 
is payable for death from any cause. 
Should the horse, for instance, be shot 
on account of injuries received from a 
fall, the full amount would be pa4d its 
owner, the same as though the animal 
had died a natural death.—(New York 
Tribune.

The secretary has more to do with thp. control of the 
Philippines than anyone else, and Governor Taft undoubt­ 
edly had determined to leave his present position at the 
earliest possible date. 
Captious critics are disposed to 
impugn the motives of the’ president in thus placing Taft 
in his cabinet, on the ground that he heads off possible 
(opposition to his own renomination by spiking the gun of 
a formidable opponent, but as present conditions stand 
Theodore Roosevelt’s nomination for the office of presi­ 
dent on the Republican national ticket is so thoroughly 
assured that it would hardlj be necessary for him to take 
any steps to disarm an enemy, political or otherwise. 


P R E S ID E N T AN D G E N E R A L M ILES. 


The fierce criticism which has beat upon the president's 
head for the method in which General Miles was retired has 
not affected him in the leajt, notwithstanding the fact that 
it was done without consulting him. The matter was left 
entirely to Secretary Root. 
The order was prepared by 
the adjutant general, by order of the secretary, “according 
to rules and. regulations for the retirement of general 
officers.” 
General Wheaton and others were retired in 
the same manner in which Miles returned to private life. 


The secretary of war is a man of strong convictions, 
and. acts according to them, regardless of the enemies he 
makes, and they are not a few. He does not like General 
Miles, and their communications, when both were in office, 
were confined to “yea’ and “nav’ and highty few of these. 
The secretary was quite ready to accept the full responsi­ 
bility for the manner in which Miles was retired, but the 
president has been so indifferent in the matter that he has 
not taken the trouble to place the responsibility where it 
lies. 
This situation is interesting re-ardless of opinion 


as to the correctness of the attitude of either. JBoth actions, 
are characteristic of the men. 


H IT C H C O CK A N D IN D IA N A FFA IR S. 


The secretary of the interior, Mr. Ethan Allen Hitch‘ 
cock, has occupied the center of the stage for a fortnight 
past to the exclusion of even the postoffice scandal. Only 
his bitterest political enemies thl’ow .> the slightest doubt 
upon his personal honesty. 
A larger number of people 
criticise his methods of administration. More realize that 
the secretary is merely in the position in which anyone 
would be placed who had jurisdiction of the affairs of 
Indian Territory. 
' 


• 
The rottenness of that section of the country, from a 
political and exploitation point of view has been so notori­ 
ous for years past as to cause it to be looked upon as a 
running sore in government affairs. 
The shrewd half- 
breed element, in league with shrewder and even more 
unscrupulous white men, have succeeded for years past 
in running the affaii;s of the Indian Territory very much 
to suit themselves, notwithstanding the most drastic legis­ 
lation and careful administration. 


The storm of criticism which has fallen to the lot of 
the secretary within the past two weeks is but a sporadic 
outbreak on the part of interests which are fighting the 
government all the time but not always to such effect as 
to involve the highest official in the interior department 
in their controversy. Conditions in the Indian Territory 
are being investigated by independent and personal rep­ 
resentatives of the president, and when all the reports are 
in it ia extremely doubtfu whether the parties who hope 
to profit by attacking the secretary will find themselves 
as well off as they were prior to the beginning of this most 
recent attack upon his adminstration. 


PA N A M A RO U TE ONLY. 


Word comes from Oyster Bay that there is no idea 
of other than a Panama canal, notwithstanding the an­ 
nouncement made this week that negotiations had been 
reopened with Nicaragua. The president is evidently con­ 
vinced that Colombia will yield in the end, not daring to 
face the people with an absolute rejection of a canal, and 
all it means to the prosperity and stability of the country. 
Congress will undoubtedly take the matter up as soon 
as an opening is presented. 


The friends of Nicaragua will claim that an unreas­ 
onable time has been given to Colombia and the Panama 


people, and a number of those who were indifferent as to 
which route was selected will lean strongly towards giving 
Panama the go-by in view of the manner in which the 
proposition made by the United States has been treated. 
It is regarded as almost incredible that Colombia should 
be so blind to her own interests as to make the canal an 
impossibility,, and this is the theory upon which the presi­ 
dent and his friends are working. 


C A N A L C O M M ISSIO N . 


Whether Panama or Nicaragua is selected for the 
canal route, a canal commission will shortly be appointed, 
and speculation as to its personnel is rife. 
Intimate 
friends of the president know that the list is made up, 
but as to the names upon that list great secrecy is main­ 
tained. One thing is certain, however,- and that is a num­ 
ber of political lame duck-*, who expected to land on this 
’snap will find themselves outside the breastworks. 
The 
president has investigated with great care each name 
which was presented for his consideration, and he has 
selected the commission with some thought to politics, 
some to geography, but mostly as to personal fitness for 
the great responsibility and arduous duties to be per­ 
formed. 


E X T R A SE S SIO N TALK. 


The opposition to calling an extra session of congress 
in October instead of November was so general and so 
unmistakable that the proposition was short-lived. 
Sen­ 
ators Aldrich, Platt, Lodge, Hanna and others have as­ 
sured the president that in their opinion there was no 
general call for an early extra session. To tell the truth, 
there is no excitement over a lack of legislation upon the 
financial question or in relation to Cuban reciprocity. A 
few newspapers are discussing these matters, especially 
the financial phase, but the people throughout the country 
are taking no interest. 
Quite a number of members of 
congress and many influential business men have assured 
the president that there is no need for any extra session 
at all, but word has gone forth and the original plan, of 
November 9, will probably bd adhered to. 


MR. C A N N O N ’S A P PO IN T EES. 


Political gossip is scarcer in Washington at this time 
than in any cross-roads precinct in any state in the union. 
The elections this fall are purely local, and the mildest 
sort of interest is taken in the results at the national 
capital. The announcement made by Mr. Hemenway that 


he was to be chairman of the committee on appropriations 
is no surprise as Hemenway is the ranking member of the 
committee and was Joe Cannon’s right hand man. He is 
not looked upon as a man <.t‘ great strength or in any way 
notable, but he seems to have been useful in the past to 
the speaker to he, and now gets his reward. 


Mr. Cannon, while speaker of the house, will, of course, 
have great control over the committee on appropriations by 
virtue of his office, but during the-coming session he might 
well be called chairman ex-officio of that committee, for 
with Hemenway in the chair, and Courts, his former clerk, 
as clerk of Hemenway’s committee, he will still feel at 
home in directing its proceedings. 
It is also announced 
that Mr. Cannon has already selected nearly all of the 
chairmen for the house committees and that there will be 
few surprises when the liir is given out. 
It is probable 
that only a few of the committee:, will be organized at the 
extra session, so as to prevent a blocking of legislation by 
the introduction of new business. 


PROF. M ’G E E ’S RESIG N A T IO N . 


There seems to be some kind of a story behind the recent 
resignation of Professor McGee, of the bureau of eth­ 
nology. Professor McGee has given up government work 
and entered the exclusive employ of the St. Louis World’s 
fair. 
In his work with the Smithsonian Institution he 
has achieved international fame in spite of the criticism 
of a number of his fellow scientists. 
Scientific men, how­ 
ever, are notoriously critical, not to say jealous of each 
other, but it is known that Professor McGeo has not been 
in harmony with his chief', Professor Holmes, for some 
time past. 


McGee was brought into prominence by the lato Pro­ 
fessor Powell, and it was a great blow to him when Pro­ 
fessor Langley put Holmes in charge of the bureau instead 
of McGee. Charges were made against the latter not long 
ago and were investigated by a committee of well-known 
scientific men. 
This committee reported to tho effect that 
McGee had rendered distinguished service to science and 
had been so enthusiastic in his work that he had not only 
used up the government appropriation, but had contrib­ 
uted many hundred dollars out of his own pocket to ex­ 
ploitation. 
The committee did find some fault, however, 
with his lack of business method, and rumor has it that 
the professor’s resignation arrived at the department only 
just in time to prevent unpleasant complications.

One-Wheeled W agon on B ural Routes. 


A marvelous vehicle, which is 9, cross 
between a sedan chair and a wheel­ 
barrow has been designed by an Illin­ 
ois inventor to meet the purpose of the 
rural mail delivery. The special quali­ 
fication of the design is the fact that 
it is calculated for service over the 
meanest and roughest of roads. Hav­ 
ing a single wheel it can be drawn 
through thick mud with little effort on 
the part of the motive force, whichm ay 
be one or two horses, to suit the de­ 
mands, although the inventor claims 
that one animal is entirely sufficient for 
all purposes. 
The wheel Is flat and 
spokeless to preclude the carrying of ex­ 
cessive quantities of mud. The sustain­ 
ing frame comprises a pair of 
rode, 
which extend one on each side of the 
wheel and connect with the 
journal 
thereof. 
The rods are colled beneath 
the box or body of the venicle. and they 
terminate in shalts. The body has a dsoc 
to admit the driver. Lugs are formed 
on the lower front corners of the body 
of the vehicle, and bolts secure sustain­ 
ing rods to the lugs.

rods are used to hold the body upright 
while hitching the horse or horses into 
the shafts, and afterward

out of the way. 


Device That Detects Water in Wine. 


A French scientist, M. George Ma- 
noeuvrier, chief of the Paris municipal 
chemical laboratory, has discovered a 
new method for testing the composition 
of wine and discovering how much.- 
water has been added, by means of an * 
electric current which is 
placed 
be­ 
tween two samples, one of the pure 
wine and the other of the adulterated 
article. 


When water has been added to one/ 
the current produces a loud vibration 
equivalent to the amount of water ad­ 
ded and these vibrations record thè ex­ 
tent of the adulteration to within an in­ 
finitesimal quantity. 


The discovery is a marvel of In­ 
genuity and will be applied at once in 
all the municipal laboratories where 
wines are examined.

F o r th ree hours he stood w ith his wagon 
a t th e corner of Jackson boulevard and 
C lark stree t and w atched th e parade, and 
w hen he attem pted to drive aw ay he w as 
stopped by som e of th e team sters in the 
parade, w ho asked if he had* a union card. 
H e tried to explain th a t he needed no 
card, th a t it Was his own team and th a t 
he w as doing no hauling. 
Several h u n ­ 
dred m en g athered around the w agon 
and attem p ted to pull him off. 


An escort of police enabled him to get 
several blocks aw ay, w hen a mob num ­ 
bering fully 1,000 caught up w ith him. H e 
w hipped up his horses and for nearly a 
mile he w as pursued, when finally the 
mob cu t the harness of his horses into 
sm all pieces, beat the anim als w ith canes, 
com pelling them to ru n aw ay, and th en 
beat T hornton badly.

his hands and time 
and 
again she 
drove the sharp tines into the bull, but 
without succeeding in stopping the at­ 
tack.

In the final re 
suit it mattered -not one whit whether the 
movement. was In favor of one class or of 
another. The outcome was equally fatal 
whether the country fell Into the hands of 
a wealthy oligarchy which- exploited the 
poor or whether It fell under the domina- 
tion of a turbulent mob which plunderec 
the rich.

lutions submitted to the Democratic ju- 
dicial ' convention today were adopted 
without discussion: 


"The Dempcracy of Colorado in con- 


vention assembled reaffirms its alle- 
giance to the principles enunciated by 
the last national Democratic convention 
held In Kansas City, 


"The Democratic party Is a party of 
law and order. It believes in the su- 
premacy of the law, and in its strict and 
impartial enforcement, that the rights 
of all be equally respected'and that jus- 
tice be meted out alike to all offenders 
whether they be Individuals or corpor- 
ations, the friendless pp'or man" or the 
financial magnate. There should be no 
compromise with lawlessness, co'me 
from what source it may. Upon this 
depends the good order and well being 
of society, the safety of our homes, the 
security Of person and property,' busi- 
ness prosperity and the full enjoyment 
by the people of the privileges guaran- 
teed by federal and state constitutions. 
"Eentertalnlng these views,, we hold 
that the judiciary Is the most impor- 
tant of air departments of .the govern- 
ment and that the office of supreme 
judge Is i the' highest within the gift of 
the people of the state. The man to 
successfully fill that position should not 
only be one possessed of great legal 
learning, of known Integrity which can- 
riot' be questipned, of high character, 
which will cpmmand the respect and 
ccnfldence of the people, but also of a 
high moral courage which will enable 
him to discharge the responsible duties 
'of his office impartially—equally unin- 
fluenced by the threats of enemies and 
by the importunities of friends, person- 
al or political. For the fulfillment of 
such requirements we pledge the nomi- 
nee of this convention. 


"We deplore the existence In several 


of thfe counties of the state, of differ- 
ences between employes and employers 
bringing 
about 
a state of 
affairs 


which' Is demoralizing to 
business 
and destructive of progress and pros- 
perity. We urge upon all good citizens 
(o counsel as well as practice modera- 
tion arid do nothing to add fuel to the 
flames of excitement. 
Occasions such 


as these call for cool, deliberate and 
impartial judgment and action of the 
masses of law-abiding, patriotic citi- 
zens. Opinions hastily formed and acts 
done under the Impulse and pressure of 
great excitement 
rarely 
conduce to 


either the avoidance or settlement of 
troubles of this character. 


"We believe in the supremacy of the

CRITICISMS AGAINST . 


WESTERN FEDERATION

Crlpj>le Creek, Sept. 7.—An article 


published tonight in the Cripple Creek 
Star, a local evening paper, has at- 
tracted a considerable amount of atten- 
tion. 
In some quarters It Is tiltterly 
condemned, while a large number of 
business men and many of the miners 
approve the sentiments expressed; At 
all events: it has set hundreds of people 
thinking and the effect cannot yet be 
known. The article Is In part as fol-< 
lows:

"The time has come for the friends 


of the laboring, man iri ' the 
Cripple 
Creek district to come forward and tell 
him the truth. 


"The truth is that the miners have 
started out on the wrong road and they 
ought not to keep going in that direc- 
tion simply because they started wrong, 
' "The first blunder made by the Crip- 
ple Creek union was In joining 'the 
Western Federation of Miners. This Is 
an organization whose name is mis- 
leading, ' because it has ceased to be a 
miners' organization, and now will em- 
brace within itself any kind of organ- 
ization that applies. 
: w 
"This policy of expansion was advo- 


cated by a little coterie of agitators who 
care nothing for the "quality'of the mem- 
bership, but want numbers that the 
leaders may have a voting strength .to 
promote their own political aspirations. 
"There Is no question but that It was 
against the good judgment of the min- 
ers of this distlrct to affiliate with the 
Mill and Smeltermen's union. They 
knew It was a mistake, but the project 
was carried through by the little gang 
that has been running the Western Fed- 
eration, and the trail of trouble that hag 
followed upon .this Improper alliance 
vindicates the. judgment of the gppd 
miners: In the Cripple Creek district, 
who knew a blunder was being com- 
mitted by taking the mlllmen in. In the 
first,place .It requires a higher degree 
of intelligence and skill for mining than 
for milling, and skilled miners should 
command higher pay, and yet It is be- 
cause of a quarrel between" tHe mills 
and. smelters and- their • employes for 
these/lower .walks of life that the high 
class labor and.

"Shippers who had contracts with 
mills and smelters were called upon by 
the Western Federation of * Miners to 
break-.their contract, thereby Involving 
themselves In damage suits and entail- 
ing great losses. The mine operators of 
this-district have acceded to all the rea- 
sonable demands of the men, and the 
rank,and 'file of the miners see the in- 
justice of injuring the mine owners'by 
closing down the: mines on account of 
conditions in mills,and smelters, over 
which the Cripple Creek mine owners 
have.no more control than the miners 
themselves. The mines' were closed 
down, calling the men out on a sym- 
pathetic strike. The executive commit- 
tee of the Western Federation of Min- 
ers knew If left to a referendum vote 
Of the, miners of Cripple Creek, their 
good. Judgment, and sense of. Justice 
would have voted down the. strike, 10

Instead of consulting the judg- 
ment of. the Cripple Creek: miners,, the 
leaders called them out first, and de- 
pended on appealing to the men's loyal- 
ty to the union In a fight in which they 
never had any heart, and where as they 
all knew they had no grievance. It.was 
a fight that was fore-doomed to failure, 
and the best men Iri this district know 
that the strike is lost. 


"The wages offered by the mine oper- 
ators are fair and the hours are right. 
There are thousands'' of 
men iri the 
United States who would be glad to get 
from J3 to $4160' for eight hours' work 
and the'law will protect them when they 
come here to fill the places of the men 
now called out. The result will be that 
unless the men go back to work their 
places will be filled up by outsiders. It 
has happened other places, and It will 
happen here. 
' "As a friend of the miners In the dis- 
trict, the Star calls on them' to get to- 
gether and take their affairs out of the 
hands of professional agitators. Stop 
this foolish and unnecessary strike be- 
fore it is too late! Demand a vote as 
citizens have a right to do, and compel 
the leaders to submit grave Issues to 
the good judgment of yourselves, and 
then no such blunders as this strike will 
be permitted!"

a manuscript gives e fair Idea of. the 
literary ability of the author—that is In 
general terms. The common complaint 
that publishers are not conscientious in 
the examination of manuscripts is un- 
founded. They are conscientious—it is 
to their Interest to be sp. They are just 
as desirous of discovering' the talented 
young writer as he is to, be discovered. 
But It Is not necessary, to eat"'.the whole 
cheese In order to determine'Its 'quality. 


The three manuscripts that remain 
after the first sifting are sent to cer- 
tain persons in wjjpse' judgment, the 
publisher has confidence. They read 
them through once, -and if tney aBPear 
to have merit they are'sent on to other 
readers. 
Every manuscript that has 
possibilities passes through the hands 
of four or five readers. Each" pf Miese 
makes out a detailed report of ft, set- 
ting forth its excellence and defects In 
the eyes of that particular reader. When

etc., are used. In flowers, the sweet pea, hollyhock, golden 
glow, dahlia, phlox, sunflower and other sturdy varieties 
are in favor, especially for backyard culture. As the riot 
of color bursts upon the vision at every turn one In- 
voluntarily exclaims: "This is, indeed, the City of Sun- 
shine; a haven of rest and contentment; even the flowers 
tell us so."

All essential apartments are to be 
ocated on the main floor, and so ar- 
ranged that complete supervision of 
each apartment, except the librarian's 
rooms and cataloguing rooms can be 
had from the delivery counter. These 
apartments will consist of the follow- 
ng: reading room, with, not less than 
1,200 square feet of floor' space; refer- 
ence room, with not less than 1,000 
square feet of floor space; children's 
room, with not less than 600 square 
feet of floor space; stack room, with 
capacity for 50,000 standard volumes; 
librarian's office with, about 200 square 
feet of floor space; cataloguing room, 
with about the same floor space; and 
delivery room, which will be so ar- 
ranged as to communicate directly and 
without passages or corridors with all 
other apartments on the 'floor except 
the librarian's and cataloguing rooms. 


Conveniences. 


A drinking fountain, clothes closets 


for the employes, and lavatories will 
also be on this floor. In regard to the 
capacity of the library, it must be 
stated that all of the books will not 
be contained in the stacks mentioned 
above. Around the walls in the main 
room and the children's room will be 
placed shelves that will hold from 20,- 
000 to 25,000 volumes. The stacks that 
are to be first installed will only be 
one story in height. 


Later as the library grows they will 


be completed to their full size with 
the iron steps to the second story, the 
volumes that are more generally used 
being placed 
below. 
The board at 


directors will have only about 10,000 
volumes at its command when the li- 
brary is completed but by tho sys- 
tematic purchase of books the board 
hopes before many years to bring the 
number up to 50,000 or 75,000 volumes. 


The "open 
shelf" system 
will be 


adopted by th« board. This system will 


enable them to economize greatly in 
the working force of the library, very. 
few assistants being needed tor the 
librarian. The "ppepj'Aelf" system al- 
lows patrons to "go' directly to the 
Bhelves or stacks W'sVlect their own 
books and then nbJ^fyJJHg the librarian 
If they desire to take the book, instead 
of having the librarian get the book. 


A Full Basement. 


(The entire basement of the building 
is to be excavated although it may not 
all be finished at first. The following 
apartments will be located in the base- • 
ment whe~n completed: unpacking, stor- 
age, and work rooms, connected with 
the cataloguing room by a book lift, 
toilet rooms, binding rooms, and the 
heating plant. The building will be 
heated by steam. 
It will be lighted 


by electricity, and a complete system 
of speaking tubes will be installed. 
Gas will also be piped into the build- 
ing for use in the bindery. 


Especial attention is to be given to 


the natural lighting of the building. 
ID order that there may be nothing to 
obstruct the light, it is doubtful If 
there will be any porches of any kind 
about the structure. 


The length of time that will be re- 


quired after the plans are submitted 
before the building is completed can- 
not be estimated. The board will en- 
deavor to select plans as soon aa pos- 
sible and have work started immedi- 
ately but a number of weaka or months 
may be required in 
deciding 
upon 


plans owing to the fact that many 
changes may have to be made la the 
plans to make them cover the condi- 
tions required. It is certain, however, 
when the building is once completed, 
It will be a credit to Colorado Springs.

PROF. M'QEE'S RESIGNATION. 


There seems to be some kind of a story behind the recent I 


resignation of Professor McGee, of the bureau of etk- t 
nology. Professor McGee has given up government work, 
and entered the exclusive employ of the St. Louis World's; . 
fair. 
In his work with the Smithsonian institution he 


has achieved international fame in spite of the criticism 
of'a number of his fellow scientists. Scientific men, how- 
ever, are notoriously critical, not to say jealous of each 
.other, but it is known that Professor McGee has not been 
in harmony with his chief, Professor Holmes, for some 
time past. 


McGee was brought into prominence by the late Pro- 


fessor Powell, and it was a great blow to him when. Pro- 
fessor Langley put Holmes in charge of the bureau instead 
of McGee. Charges were made against the latter not Ibng 
ago and were investigated by a committee. of well-known 
scientific men. This committee reported to the effect thajS 
McGee had rendered distinguished service to science and 
had been so enthusiastic in his work that he had not only T 
used up the government appropriation, but had contrib" 
uted many hurldred doll a fa out of his own p'ocket tp ex- 
ploitation; The committee did find some fault, however, 
with his lack of business method, and rumor has it that 
the professor's resignation arrived at the* department only 
just in time to prevent unpleasant complications.

A LOST ZINC LEDGE. 


Excepting for one thing—and even 
that may some time be supplied—the 
story of a rich ledge of zinc ore found 
and afterwards lost by j.

' An .escort, of police enabled htm to get 
several blocks away, when a mob num- 
bering fully 1,000 caught.up with him. He 
whipped up his horses and for nearly a 
mile he was pursued, when, finally the 
mob cut the harness of his horses Into 
small pieces, beat the animals with canes, 
compelling them to run away, and then 
beat Thornton badly.

Fishermen Have a New Trap Which 


Is Merely a Device for Ex- 


terminating Them. . 
'•".,'• 


Baltimore, Sept. 9.—A special to the 
Sun from Crisfiejd, Md., says: 
The 
terrapin hunters have adopted a; new, 
method for catching terrapin, and what 
few are left in the Chesapeake bay and 
its tributaries Will soon be In the ter- 
rapin ponds. The new device is a trap 
constructed about on the same principle 
as an eel-pot. The body of the trap Is 
constructed of wire and the entrance 
of twine so woven .that the •terrapins, 
easily enter, but find It Impossible to 
gert, out. The trap is then..filled ;,wlth 
bait, for the most part, crushed crabs, 
and set in the marsh where terraplnB 
have been located. The terrapin hunter 
walk* through the marsh, 'and' discov- 
er* hi* game by the protruding heads, 
as the terrapins are compelled to come 
to surface to breathe. Many, of them 
are drowned In these traps,*tand 'one 
hunter states that 
he has ^seen 22 
drowned in this manner 'during the 
present summer. A terrapin cannot live 
in one'Of these traps over'three; hours, 
and thus the hunter must be oh the 
move constantly if he would preserve 
the game alive.
